BRITISH OFFICER 
OUTRAGE QN AJIN 


A co ent, described as of undoubted autho- 

rity and character, communicates to the ‘* Liverpoo! 
Daily Post” Wu of a most extraordinary 
outrage into which inquiry is being made in Turkey. 
It occurred with few miles of a centre of com- 
merce where th are stili etationed two British 
ironciads. The victim is a young officer of the British 
Navy, and tho accused perpetrator of the outrage is 
a wealthy old Turk, a Bey of the leading | ord 
gentry. It appears that the young officer landed from 
a launch and went inland to obtain some shooting. 
He was unsuccessful in search of sport, and upon 
seeking information from some Turks, was led into a 
wood, where his guides suddenly fell upon him, and he 
was then subjected by the old Bey, who appeared on 
the scene, to an outrage of an indescribable character. 
He returned as soon as he could escape to his ship, 
and the result was an inquiry set on foot by the 
British Consul at Salonica, who put the Turkish 
| authorities in motion. The inquiry is still ing. 
and there is great excitement, in the hope that de- 
cisive st will be taken by the British Embassy at 
Constantinople to secure the effectiveness of the in- 
vestigation, in spite of official Ottoman delay and the 
corrupt backsheesh which is apt to render justice 
a moeker7, It is alleged that another Bey on the 
borders of Macedonia and Thrace is under trial fora 
still more horrible offence, in which, after outrages 
had been inflicted upon a young Greek subject of 
‘Turkey by two persons, the victim Was murdered. 
Referring to the legal proceedings which have been 
taken against the Bey who perpetrated the outrage on 
the British officer, the correspondent adds:—The 
court at Cavalla having found a true bill ainst 
Sarfet Bey and his two servants, charged with the 
outrage, have committed them to take their trial at 
the Criminal Court at Dranis. It is necessary to 
state that the prisoners were conveyed to Cavalla as 
follows: —Savfet Bey, mounted on his own steed, while 
his two servants were dragging behind in irons. From 
Cavalia to Drania the journey was performed in the 
same style. This dintinction and favour shown tothe 
chief criminal offender augurs badly, and it is all the 
more imperative now to follow this case, and once 
the conviction is obtained to demand that the pri- 
soners are sent to Cyprus to undergo the term of im- 
prisonment to which they may be sentenced by the 
court. It is vain to expect that “ becksheesh ” and 
territorial influence will not otherwise render the 
punishment an absolute farce.

any other form of degradation, and be rewunerated by 
trade union rate of wages.

THRILLING DETAILS. 

A disaster at sea of appalling magnitude oc- 
curred on Wednesday morning, 45 miles off 
Lowestoft, involving the loss of one of the 
North German Lloyd steamers, the Elbe, and, 
with the exception of 20 survivors, all on 
board. The disaster occurred at 5.30 a.m., 
when all the passengers and most of the crew
